I have made bold to write upon an un- 


pleasant experience of the year 1888, at the 
suggestion of wveral friends Interested in 
studying suspended respiration. They ha v* 
told me that cases of complete burial in 
earth (the subject being conscious mean- 
while) where the person "interred" escaped 
with his life and was able to give a satis- 
factory or Intelligent account of his feel- 
ings, are extremely rare. They suggested 
that, as my accident would furnish ma- 
terial for consideration among medical men 
interested In kindred itudies with them- 
selves, it had bettei be described.

THE HILL AND THE TROLLEY. 


Telegaaph says of the trolley at Allen- 
town ; 


"I was in the bustling young city of 


Allentown ou Washington's birthday, 
and saw the trolley cars running under 
the worst possible circumstances, run« 
uing up a steep street just after a 
heavy snow fall. The Hamilton street 
hill is a steep gradient, much more 
decided than the famous Negle.v's hill 
on Germantown avenue, above Wayne 
Juuctii n, which the horse cars of the 
People's Line ceases to mount after a 
snow fall like that of Tuesday last. 
But the trolley cars of the Allentown 
and Bethlehem line scaled this steep, 
almost precipitous Hamilton street 
slope at a lively rate of speed. This 
feat was accomplished although the 
ground was covered with the heaviest 
anow fall of the season, and where 
ascent at that hour with horses or any 
nuuvber of them would have been im- 
possible with a loaded car. This scene 
was witnessed at nine iu the morning, 
after it had been snowing steadily all 
the previous night and was still at it. 
In everything, except the overhead 
wires, which are scarcely a nuisance in , 
the wide Allentown avenue, the trolley, I 
in a severe test like this, seems infi- 
nitely in advance of tbe plodding horse. 
There was a stove, too, in every car 
which shot by. The problem of com- 
fortable and sensible winter street car 
travel seems solved in the Allentown 
and Bethlehem line. I was told lit 
paid a dividend of more than thirty 
per cent, on its capital, and everybody 
seemed to be glad to hear it. I am 
not interested in any street car inter- 
est. 
I only speak of what "mine eyes 


have seen." Even before tbe century 
runs the last sands from its glass, the 
electric roads will change the course 
of our civilization and make all com- 
munities neighbors in a fuller sense 
than has ever been known. Vast gains 
will come to those who early pre-empt 
tbe ground for electric roads."

The American Navy. 


There is little doubt that the American 


ship is much bettei^built jthan the foreign 
vessel. Thia may be rightly attributed to 
the fact that the United States government 
is very rigid in its requirements. All con- 
tracts must be lived up to, and that the 
builder may be encouraged in his work pre- 
miums are paid where the official test de- 
velops greater horsepower and more speed, 
or where the requirements of the contract 
have been more than met. 
The govern- 


ment will not accept a vessel not up to tha 
specifications. Builders know this and are 
accordingly prepared for it. 


As an illustration in point take the case 


of the Vesuvius. The contract called for 
3,300 horsepower, and she would have to de- 
velop a speed of 20 knots. In the official 
trial this vessel actually developed 4,440 
horsepower and attained a speed of 31 64-100 
knots from a measured 4-mile course, of 
course as a result earning for her builder a 
large premium. The case of the Blake, 
English built, whose contract called for 
20,000 horsepower, illy compares with this 
showing. The best efforts of her engineers 
and builders could only bring out a little 
over 16,000, and under this tremendous 
strain her boilers went to pieces. The same 
statement is true, although in a worse de- 
gree, of the failure of her sister ship, the 
Blenheim.—Colonel A. G. Feather in Blue 
and Gray. 


A Theory Auont Dark Electric lumps. 
The cause of the blackening of incandes- 


cent lamp bulbs has been the subject of 
considerable Investigation by electricians. 
Various theories have been advanced, but 
all have been more or less unsatisfactory. 
M. Bainville, manager of a large incandes- 
cent lamp factory in France, advances a 
new theory to explain tha phenomenon. He 
suggests that the oxygen contained in the 
filament is responsible for the blackening. 
This forms carbonic oxide, which, when it 
gomes in contact with the relatively cold 
wall of the bulb, splits up, the carbon being 
deposited on the glass and the oxygen set 
free to repeat the operation.—Buffalo 
News.

SUPPLEMENTARY TO "AN ORDINANCE 


FOE THE SYSTEMATIC NUMBERING 
OF THE BUILDINGS NOW EKKOTED 
AND HEREAFTER TO BE ERECTED, 
FRONTING UPON THK STREETS OP 
THE BOROD&H OF BRISTOL, "PASSED 
TIIK 14TH DAY OF SEPT. A. D., 1881 


The Burgess and Council of tlie Boroueh of 
Bristol do ordain; 


SUCTION t. That it shall he the duty of the 
Sommitteo of Streets and Highways, by the 
High Constable ot eaid Borough within thliu 
days alter the passage of this Ordinance, an& 
hereafter whenever necessary, to furnish to the 
owners of all buildings fronting upon the streets 
)f said Boro jgh, by written or printed notices to 
[6 left on said pi emises, tho number designated 
'or said buildings, as provided by the second 
ectiou of the Ordinance to which this is a sun- 
ilement. 
SUCTION 2. It shall be the duty of the owner 


>f said building to place or cause to bo placed, 
n a conspicuous position upon the front thcreot, 
he number set forth In suid notice, painted, 
carved, or cast, within thirty days from the date 
of service ot said notice 
Any owner ol any 
milding, for which notice of such number shall 
>e given as hereinbelore provided, who shall 
neglect to comply therewith foi thirty days from 
he date of service of taid notice, shall lortcit 
tind pay the sum «t Two (2) dollars tor each of- 
fence, to be recoverable in the same manner as 
:ebtp ot like amount are now by law recover- 
able, to be appropriated to the use ot tlie 
Borough, 


SKCTIOH 3. Upon the failure or neglect of any 
owner to comply with the requirements of the ' 
second section of tills Ordinance It shall be the 
duty ot the High Constable to report the same 
In writing to tlie Burgess and Council, whose 
duty It shall then be to collect »t once the pen- 
alty provided for in the second section of this

•en Who Could Gather the Meaning of a 


fi\t» of a Book at a Glanoe. 


It has b ien said of the late Justice Lamar 


that he wts able to read a newspaper arti- 
cle or a pr ge of a book at what seemed to 
the observ er to be but a glance. Manifest- 
ly this faculty or capacity gave him great 
advantage over ordinary men. He was 
able to devour books as if he were a liter- 
ary glutton, with the difference that his 
powerful memory enabled him to digest at 
leisure what he had absorbed in haste. 


Macauluy possessed the same faculty, 


perhaps, in a yet higher degree. He would 
take up E volume for an evening's intel- 
lectual enjoyment, and before ho retired 
had the contents fully impressed upon 
his maneloua mind. 
Dickens was an- 


other of these remarkably rapid readers. 
George Eliot's "Adam Bede" came to him 
one day. Before his ordinary bedtime he 
had read it and had pronounced this re- 
markable dictum: "That book was written 
by a woanan." Others required days of 
leisure to read it, and the question of au- 
thorship ivas the riddle of the time in liter- 
ary circles. Charles Sumner was another 
man who possessed this happy faculty. 


A book, whether it was a volume of law 


or of diplomatic correspondence, or a work 
of fiction passed under his eyes as if by a 
quick succession of glances. It was the 
same wi.h Daniel Webster, who himself 
stated to a friend that when hi college he 
read "Den Quixote" in a single night. In 
the case of both these distinguished men 
what the? read in this way reappeared in a 
new drwi in their speeches and In their 
writings Of course a retentive memory 
was nece isary to render the results of this 
rapid reeding available, but it is plain that 
in their capacity to read rapidly they pos- 
sessed an enormous advantage over their

fatal accident is included their death rate 
is by no means an excessively high one—and 
putting accident aside, the death rate from 
disease alone is exceptionally low, being 
almost exactly the same as agricultural la- 
borers. 


Limiting ourselves, however, only to 


phthisis and diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans, which are the affections to which coal 
miners are popularly supposed to be espe- 
cially victims, though the mortality of coal 
miners from respiratory diseases is some- 
what high, it is by no means excessively so, 
and their mortality from phthisis is far be- 
low that of other dust inhaling occupations, 
and indeed is not very much above that ol 
agriculturists, or even above that of fisher- 
men, 
who enjoy all the advantages of a 


dust free atmosphere. 


Now, 
that coal dust may be less injnrioui 


to the lungs than the dust of stone ormetai 
is readily intelligible, for, as Hirt has 
pointed out, ths particles of coal whan ex- 
amined under the microscope are found tc 
be, comparatively speaking, rounded o| 
and free from sharp points and angles such 
as characterize the flint dust in a china 
factory.
